Dear Hr. Secretary: 


The Joint Chiefs of Staff have designated the U. S. Armny as their 
executive agency for civil] affairs and have directed the Chief of Staff, 
U. 8. Army to establish immediately a Civil Affairs Special Planning 
Group, to be charged with the development of a detailed and complete 
civil affairs directive for certain contingency plans. This group has 
been established and is already functioning in the Office of the De,uty 
Chief of-Staff for Military Operations. 


The sensitivity of the project and the need for comprehensive and 
practical guidance for the proposed civil administration make imperative 
close consultation and ceordination with the other departments of the - 
Government prior to issuacce by the Joint Chiefs of Staff, of a contin- 
geney @irective to the ΓΙ. 11 commander. 


Since the civil administration under consideration may involve 
restoration of government 1 activities on an extensive level, the advice 
and aseistance of your [epaitment are needed in developing those porticns 
of the proposed directive which relate to the functions of your Departe 
ment. I would appreciate your desimating ἃ personal representative to 
consult with the Civil Affairs Sp2cial Planning Group and to coordinate 
the participation of your Department in this effort. The name of your 
repimsentative (together with a certification as to his Top Secret clear- 
ane? ) should be furnished to the Director of Civil Affairs and Civil 
Defense, Office of the D-;uty Chief of Staff for Military Operations, 
Department of the Army, Keom 12 440, The Pentagon. Ν
